yjjMrvHarris and his frienda-nssert that no 
blame can be. attached to" him; that the 
funds ^Were, put into his hands that ho 
might do the best he could to increase them 
and that the going wrong of tho various 
enterprises in which the money was sunk 
was no' fault of his. 

' .The story came out yesterday when. Mr. 
Harris applied to his pastorate, from which 
he waa forced put a abort time ago, for a 
recommendation' to a congregation at 
Dwight, III. v. Not only was" the recommen- 
dation refused, but hisone-timo flock indig- 
nantly told of the loss of their savings and 
demanded restitution. . 

No charges of dishonesty in the matter 
has been brought against the expounder of 
the gospel; but ^bere are many criticisms 
of hlacpuise in accepting money for what 
was said to be a purely speculative scheme. 
Millbuxh, was vMr. Harria' firBtcharge. 
Shortly after going there be began to un- 
fold hiB plans to hiB friends, and because 
of his .position as head of the church the 
country folk took up with tho plan eagerly. 
' His scheme never waa very clearly un- 
derstood by even the heaviest investors. ■ It 
was some sort of a loan association paying 
from 9 to 10 per cent on - the money. At 
firBt a few of the smaller investors received 
a 9 per cent return on their money and a 
few got their principal buck. 

Gradually, however, U iB said that the 
investors not only did not get the interest,' 
but when they asked for their original, in- 
vestment it could not be secured. The aa- 
Bociatibn which Mr. Harris promoted was 
known as the Harris Provident Saving 
Fund Company and to some of hie sub- 
scribers he gave certificates of deposits into 
this company, 

To others, as security for tbeir money, 
Mr. Harria gave bonds on tho town of Gil- 
man, promissory notes, and to others ho 
gave nothing but hiB word. It iB said in 
this way in the several years he obtained 
$100,000 and some estimate the amount at 
8150.000. Last year Mr,^ Harris himself 
stated that he had. collected, when matured, 
about $250,000. At any rate, according to 
one man who was asked lb invest and who 
was according shown the' books, four years 
ago, there was $70,000 entered therein 
The amounts collected range from 50 cents 
to $400 and included in many cases the 
savings of families for years. 
' Mr. Harris in securing these advances, 
is said to have stated that not only would 
the depositors get annual interest, but they 
could get the return of their principal at 
anr time they desire, hut, that if left with 
him for eight and one-half years the prin- 
cipal would be double. 

Two young women school teachers, sis 
(era, wore token with the scheme and in- 
vested their all,' They are said to have 
secured nothing back. One man is said to 
have hnnded over from $£,500 to $4,000. 

Other persons who invested in the loan 
association were: George Dodge, D. J, 
Minto, W. J. While, John Bonner, James 
Bonner, Dr. Taylor, Robert Strung, Alfred 
Spafford, Hattio Richards, the Misses Mc 
Credie and Mr. Kerr. , JobnMcCredie, one 
of the first investors, is said to have receiv- 
ed 9 per cent on his $4,000 and also secured 
the,retarn of bis principal. , 

As time passed along the populace grew 
suspicious and began clamoring for tho re- 
turn of the money.. The church^ took the 
matter up and endeavored to have it known 
that its. pastor's scheme was not sanctioned 
by the people as an organization. No sat- 
isfaction was secured and Mr. Harris -was 
suspended for a period of six months. The 
time expired but he never returned to re- 
new his work, ..7

A : panic 
worse than that of the inrnioniblQ "Black 
Frldny" tbrcatencdto wlpeout not.only 
the "lambs/ but. hundreds of ,old and, 
woaltliy traders. . Wnll street wns In llui 
throes of the most violent cbn visions' 
that have ever been- encountered In the 
wildest speeulntlon. Up to" 1 o'clock In 
the afternoon four failures were announc- 
ed nnd at lenst bnlf n dozen olhcr liroker- 
age firms were trembling on the vurgcof 
ruin,' 1 

A. A. Houseman, one of the lending 
traders In this Stock Exchange, nnd said 
to have been squeezed bj\ the North Ai 
Pacific common corner, dropped dead *a 
the floor of the exchnnge. . 

In the craze to liquidate, due to- the 
"corner," Northern Pacific wns run up 
from the close of 1G0 Wednesday to ?1.-' 
O00 v per shnre." The eltect of this- wns 
■tunning. The lloor, of the t Stock Ex- 
chnpge p res r>i i ted a scene that defies de- 
scription, Up ami up went the stock at 
bounds ot SOipoints.^ Soon tho mud fever 
drove the price up to 1,000 bid. Nothing 
like this' tins over happened In the his- 
tory of speculation. .,, 

The fond hopes of the-tradors thnt'the 
differences between the, brokers : who 
were struggling for control of tho' stock 
had been composed had not been realiz- 
ed. The Wish was father to the thought.- 
It wns this contest between the giants 
which had unsettled the entire uinrket 
nnd turned the course of the trading from 
extreme bullishness Into panic. 

Crowds Writch the Bedlam. 

When the gnvel fell for the opening of 
the market the largest gallery of tho 
week was watching the scene, drawn to 
the exchange by the hint thnt there would 
be a general crash and many failures. 
The first stroke of the gnvel wn? hardly 
hudlble. The second and third were 
drowned In n storm of vocal uproar that 
echoed In the vast building like the* bur 1 
rah of n regiment. It was a very rudo 
awakening when the first sale of North- 
ern Pacific wns made at 170, which waa 
a gain of 20 points. 

The worst, however, wna yet to: come. 
There was a Jet-down to 170 from the 
first jump, nt which some sorely pressed 
bear succeeded In getting 100 shares. On 
five additional transactions tho price rati 
to 205 "cash," dropped back to 100 "reg- 
ular." Then the price went oa skyward. 

No sooner had the giants of wealth be- 
gun once more the nssriult upon Northern 
Pacific than there wns n crash in stock a 
which Is uuequaicd In the history of'tuu 
exchange. All the railroad stocks tum- 
bled wltlr- one accord enve Northern . Pn- 
clflc, which changed bands 'In lots of 
thousands nt $300, WOO and ?700. A few 
yenra ago this stock went begging nt 
$2.00. It was like a battle scene with 
the erics of the wounded and slain now 
and then drowned by the shrill cry of vic- 
tory of those who hod prepared them- 
selves for jiist. what took place. 

Meanwhile there were rnmbllngs in 
other quarters. The rest of tho mnrkct 
opened down. from 1 to '14 points fur all 
stocks, railways, Industrials and trac- 
tions. Then there was n slight recovery. 
But when the corner In Northern Pacific 
reached Its zenith there was n convul- 
sive movement nnd then came a great 
slump In nil stocks, Northern Pacific 
dropped lfi points. United Stntes Steel 
dropped 40 to 21,. catching tho longs for 
hundreds of thousands. Hallway" stocks 
dropped suddenly audthc panic was In- 
creased until the Stock Exchange been ma 
a.pandemonlnin. Union Pacific Tell with 
n thud from J 01! to K."», a loss of 21 polnta 
A slight rally to 8S followed. ' Missouri 
Pnclflc wnB also pnnlcky nnd dropped to 
03. Atchison promptly followed wltlr u 
decline or- a points, falling to CO. Ev- 
erything was pnnlcky, barring Northern 
[Pacific. Just before noon four failures 
'were announced on 'Chnngc, nnd other 
crashes were momentarily, expected. 

The magnitude of 1 the panic, and the 
fierce energy with which prices were 
pounded down could best be realized from 
the tapo quotations,- 

Kurt Mimt Cntne, 

In spite of history and experience, of 
warning nnd prophecy, thousands of men 
have overstayed their day In- Wall street 
and hnve been ruined. For weeks past 
disaster hat; been' foretold for all who 
continued to seek the bubble fortune In 
the whirl of Wall street speculation, but 
like those who tarried in Sodom nnd 
Gomorrah, they preferred to wnlt until 
the signs of lire actually came. Then It 
wns too late. 

TAUq all panics,' the cause of this pnr- 
ticular one was accidental. It seems to 
have been suddenly discovered that two 
parties of great, financial strength were 
striving for tho possession and control 
of the Northern Pacific ltallway, Each 
party had in their .strong -boxes' a largo 
Amount. of shares, hut neither n controll- 
ing Interest. To secure this they' both 
went Into the open market to buy 'It, with 
the result thnt has becu seen, The price 
of the'shnres went to $1,000 nnd fluctu- 
ated wildly. Every bid carried with It 
panic and ruin for the unhappy 'specula- 
tors who were outside the scopo of the 
contending factions, 

Whether, this Is the clcaringjup storm 
or not It Is d illicit It to any. The madness 
of speculation may 'not yet* h'ivo run Its 
course, and there may, be thorn who" will
